Highly Successful Gathering: of Mia 
isterial Supporters at the 
Terminal City.

Vancouver, Juno 1G.— (Speoial.)— Tho 
usual Saturday night meeting of govern- 
mont supporters took placo this evening. A 
very able address compiled by Pormaneat 
Chairman' Oppenheimcr wos road by the 
aoorctary. Tho following answers wero 
mado to tho ohargea of the opposition: 
Thoro had boon no misrepresentation or cor- 
ruption by the government ; theio had been 
no extruvuganco ; tho progress of tho Pro- 
vince had not bcon chocked; wo had rapid 
progress for tho past oight years and the 
Province had continued to progress. Gov 
ernmont was opposed to tho importation of 
Chinese, Tho truthfulness of tho answers 
was effectively proved. 

Hon. Col. Baker, provincial secretary, on 
is arrival at tho meeting, Was givon a hearty 
round of applause. 

Mr. Thompson, proprietor of the Alham 
bra hotel, aaid ho had been looking and 
llstoning for the last suvon years taking no 
part in politics. Finally he had ohoaon tho 
party of progress and advancement, tho 
present government, und thrown his lot in 
with thorn. \A e had a great country, and 
tho government had the courage to dovelopo 
it. Col. Biker, who was present, had boon 
tolling for thoso who earn their living by 
tho Bweat of their brows and ho was heartily 
in sympathy with him. 

Mr. Tatlow handled tho Nationalists' 
platform. Nos. 1, 2, 12 and 1G were, ho 
eaid, clauses bolonging to Dominion legis- 
lation, and had nothing to do with this cam- 
paigu. Tho system of taxation suggested 
would simply raise tho price of production 
and tako away the profits of tho farmer. 
Tho opposition wero very good at findiDg 
fault, but could uoc run a government. Tho 
intention of the government to .practically 
aid tho .sufferers through the flood, waa 
spoken of. 

Hon. Col. Baker recoivod an ovation on 
rising. He asked how is it tho opposition 
liud followers when they havo no leader ? 
Who is leader of the opposition 1 Heaven '! 
Oh no ! they Bay. Brown? No! Cotton? 
No! Kitchen? No! Who is ho? If we 
know there was a compact party opposed to 
ua we could ask questions, but wo cannot as 
they are so scattered about. 

Tho only policy tho opposition have is 
that of malignity and insinuation. Not a 
single accusation brought against tho gov- 
ernment haa been proven. Tha oppo- 
sition descend to private matters uud per- 
sonal abuse. They must be in a hole, in- 
deed. He looked with pleasure and pride 
on the organization in the government ranks 
in Vancouvor, and they should feel grati- 
tudo toward Chairman Oppenhoimer and 
the committee for this state of things. 

Ho referred to the floods and said that 
food was not neodod, but the funds provided 
would go towards building fencos, while tho 
goverment ateps in and gives them seeds. 
Tho government would build tho bridges, 
whilo tho C.P.R. and roads wore so much 
damaged that they would have to be re- 
built, thus pleDty of work would bo in pro- 
gress. Tho outlook on tho Frasor River val- 
ley was not bud. It would lead to a new 
dyking scheme, and tho knowledge of the 
fact that theio was a government which 
knew tho wants of the people and waa roady 
to meet them at tho right momont. (Loud 
ml continued cheers. 

Mr. Anderson believed the Frasor Yalhy 
floods wore in a measure a bloaaing in dis- 
guise, owing to a good dyking scheme boing 
cortain to follow. Ho was accused of advo- 
cating email salaries for workingmon. His 
actions since ho had beon in Vancouver 
proved difforontly. Tho Nationalists did 
not approve of subsidies. It railroads and 
manufactures had not recoived subsidies we 
should not have tho C.l'.R., tho sugar ro- 
ll nory or many other valuablo enterprisea, 
and would bo far worse off than now. Mr. 
Anderson wub enthusiastically recoived. 

Mr. Odium Baid ho was the first to notify 
Premier Davio of tho truo stato of affairs in 
tho Frassr river valley during the floods, 
and at onco tho government took active 
stops to roliuvo trio sufferers. He was 
ploasod to say it before tho Miniate^ of 
Education that tho school eystom of the 
Province could not be beaten any where on 
tho faoe of terra firma. In 1883 
there wero 2,093 pupils, ten years 
after there were 11,290. Tho coun- 
try is not certuinly going to ruin very fast. 
The educational system of the provinco 
was well attended to. The Nakusp bnd 
Slooan matter wua ably handled by tho

Ottawa, June 1G. — The departure for 
England of Wm. Smith, Deputy MiniatBr 
of Marino, is tho outcomo of representations 
to Sir Charles Tupper by ship owners of St. 
John, N.B., that a committee waa being 
formed by tho Imperial Govornmrnt to en- 
quiro into the manning of merchant ships. 
It was pointod out by tho Board that possi- 
bly sonio regulations might bo proposed or 
recommendod unless tho action of the Im- 
perial authorities was watchod, that would 
adversely affect Canadian Bhipping in for- 
eign trade. Tho mattor wbb brought to the 
attention of tho Colonial Secretary through 
tho High Commissioner as tho outcomo of 
whioh Lord Kipon cabled tho Governor- 
Goneral, stating that a committee to consider 
tho manning of merchant shipB had been ap- 
pointed and requesting tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment to appoint aomo one conversant 
with colonial Bhipping intereatB to serve on 
the committee. Mr. Smith has accordingly 
been appointed Canadian representative on 
this committee. 

Tho government has decided to taka ateps 
towards ascertaining tho extent of the 
potroloum deposits in AthabaBca distriot, 
which surveyor McConnell reported two or 
three years ago. A. H. Fraser, of Toronto, 
formerly un experienced ooal minor, haH 
beon authorized to bore near Athabasca 
Linding or Pelican Lake. 



CHINA AND MEXICO. 

Provisions of the New Treaty— It Has Excited 
Considerable Interest In U. 8. 
Ollicial Circles. 

San Francisco, Juno 10. — The new Chin- 
ese treaty with Mexico, which is calculated 
to give subjects of tho Celestial Empire free 
access bo the Southern republic and the 
right to tho privileges of naturalization, has 
excited a good deal of attention at tho cus- 
tom houso and appraisers' building If it is 
ratified in its present form the work of en- 
forcing the ChineBe excluaion laws in this 
country, it is asserted, will prove a vory 
difficult taak. Collector Wise was very 
outspoken regarding the dangers of a Mon- 
golian invasion from Mexico in the event of 
tho treaty being ratified in its preaent 
Bhape. Ho thought it would require the 
attention of a small army to keop out the 
swarms of Chinese who would come that 
way. 

The treaty provides that Chinese resi- 
dents of Mexico shall have tha right of be- 
coming naturalized citizens, with al! the 
righto that belong to the native citizens. 
Thero will be no laws of registration or ex- 
cluaion of Chinese laborors, but on the con- 
trary the doors are to be thrown open and a 
cordial welcome extended to the Mongolians 
to como and go as their buBiness or pleasure 
may require. In all matters of commorco 
the Chinese will be permitted to ODjoy tho 
same privileges granted to all other foreign 
nations, in fact in all things they are to bo 
treated alike. Ab a return for all these 
favors to be enjoyed by tho Chinese who set- 
tle in Mexico the Chinese government will 
extend tho Bamo privileges and courtesies to 
the citizenB of Mexico, who may go to 
China or engage in commorco in that coun- 
try. The treaty is liberal in every reapect 
and no favored nation could ask for more.

Nanaimo, June IG, — (Special — The Btcam- 
er Willametto callod hero this evoning on 
her way to Comox from Duck Harbor, 
Alaska. She bringa a moagro report of tho 
Iobb of tho American whaling bark JameB 
Allon, which was wrockod off Alka lalandi 
200 milos went of Ounalaska on the 11th of 
May. Tho Alaska Commercial Co.'s steamer 
Dora picked up 20 of the crow on boneen 
Island on June 7. The men wore in a starving 
condition, dependent on seal moat. Theso 
men roported that tho bark Allen ran on a 
rock off Alka Island and sank almost im- 
mediately. The captain and first mate wero 
Ioat. Tho rcat of the crow, who loft in ono 
of tho ship's boats, hoading for Ounaluska, 
are still missing. Tho U. S. patrol atoamer 
Petrol is out searching for them. Tho men 
savod aro now on thoir way down to San 
Franoisco on the bark Worcester, specially 
chartered by tho Alaska Co. for tbo trip.

WKSTMINSTEtt. 

New Westminster, June 16 — Alfred 
Hill, an Syuar-old lad, was drowned at 
Sappertou last ovoning in an old well in a 
vacant lot. He was playing with Boine 
othor boys and his hat fell into the well. In 
trying to reach it he fell in, and beforo an 
alarm could bo givon aud assistance sent he 
was drowned. 

In tho death of William JohnBton, 
which occurred this morning after a pro- 
tracted Illness, Westminster loBea ono of ita 
beBt and most respected citizens. Tho 
cauBe of Mr. Johnaton'a death waa enlarge- 
ment of tho BploB.u, from whioh ho first be- 
gan to suffer about threo years buck. Mr. 
Johnston wbb born in County Sligo, Irolund, 
in 1832, and loft tho old land in 1S-1G 
at the age of 14 for Canada, re- 
maining in Ontario until 1857 whon, 
attracted by tho continued gold discov- 
eries in California, he removed to that Btato. 
He remained but a year in California, how- 
ever, and in 185!) came to British Columbia 
and aottlod in Westminster, whore ho re- 
sided continuously until hia death. Mr t 
Johnston wus the Srss civilian married in 
the Rjyal City, whioh ovont occurred in 
1802, when he led to tho altar Mies Bessio 
Burr. Tho ceremony waa performed at 
Hjly Trinity church by Rev. Johu Sheep- 
ahanks, now Lord Bishop of Norwioh. He 
filled many prominent positions in the oity, 
the first office he was honored with boinc 
that of assistant chief engineer of the old 
Hyack fire company, whon that pioneer or- 
ganization was formod, July 23, 1861- Later 
ho was elected capta'n of the Hyacks 
and until his death was a member of 
the company. For nearly fifteen years 
he occupied a seat in the city counoil and 
was a Bchool trustee for 15 yearfl. Hia 
career as a publio man waa honorable and 
his actions wero always above suspicion. 
When the municipility of Burnaby waa or- 
ganized ho was eleoted councillor and held 
that offioe at the time of his deoease. Mr. 
JohnBton was the organizer of the first 
Orange Lodge on the Pacific coast. He was 
master of L.O.L , No. 1, district mastor for 
many years, and was the first grand maater 
of the provincial grand lodge. Ho was one 
of the organizers of St. Paul's R. E. Church 
and senior church warden from tho time of 
the first service till hia death. Mr. John- 
ston leaves a wife and nine children, five 
sons and four daughters, tho eldeat daughter 
being Mrs. Warwick, wife of Mr. Charlts 
Warwick, government agent. The funeral 
will take place on Tuesday. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, June 16.— Tho Wellington Coal 
Company have comploted the second bore in 
the Millstream valley and have begun a 
third. It is understood to be found quite 
satisfactory. 

Tho funeral of tho lato Mrs. Sidney Lobb 
took place this morning, aud was attended 
by a large number of sympathizing frienda.

TRADE REVIEWED. 

Bradstroct's and Dun's Weekly Keports-En- 
courugliig Reports as to Canadian Crops 
Favorably Affect Business. 

New York, June 16 — Bradstreet's nays : 
Tho praotical arrival of tho mid-summer 
soaBon, the uBual Blaokoning of business, 
oxtromo heat aud need of rain in tho North- 
western and Southeastern states, and the 
continued uncertainty as to tho tariff pro- 
venting morchantB from anticipating de- 
mands next fall, together with the large 
number of wage-oarnors, industrial, mining 
and other lines, all combine to produce dull- 
ness in business. 

An examination of recent statistics points 
to tho probability of the United States hav- 
ing at least 140,000,000 bushola of wheat 
availablo for export for the yoar ending July 
I, 1805, as compared with about 168,000,000 
oxported in tho preceding twolvo months. 
The export of wheat, flour inoluded, on both 
coasts of tho United States and Canada, 
amount to 2,254,000 bushels against 2,742,- 
000 bushels last week. 

Special telegrams from tho most import- 
ant Canadian husiuoBS centres ahow no gon- 
oral improvement from previous conditiona, 
although tho weather in Ontario ia favor- 
able for the crops, which tends to encourage 
country merchants. Liko crop roporta aro 
received from Quebec, although at Montroal 
trade oontinuea very much reatriotod, ox- 
copt in fruits, 

New York, June 16.— R, G. Dun & Co.'a 
weekly review of trade aaya : While busi- 
ness is narrow, it ia comparatively free from 
losaes by failuro, for tho nihilities reported 
for tho first week of June wore only §2,507,- 
228, ot which $476,118 were of manufac- 
turing and §1,872,261 of tradiug concorns. 
The aggregate liabilities thus far reported 
in failuroa in May wero but $13,514,760, of 
which $5,146,025 wore of manufaoturiug and 
$6,912 302 of trading ooncerna. Tho num- 
ber of failures this week has been 232 in tho 
Uniied States, agaiost 331 last yoar, and 40 
in Canada againat 34 last yoar. 



RELIEF DISTRIBUTION, 



Seed the Great Necessity of Frasil 
Valley Settlers— How It is 
Being- Distributed. 



Damage Done to Orchards Very Great 
—Fencing- Badly Needed by 
the Farmers. 



HFrotn tho Wostminstor Xow3.) 

Tho Provincial Secretary arrived on the 
Gladys yesterday afternoon from tho flooded 
diatrict, and favored a Newa reporter with 
a short interview. Col. Baker, after giving 
a fow general particulars and stating that 
tho worst of the flood was evidently over, 
oontinued aa follows : 

Tho groat necessity now is the supply of 
seed whore required, as the subsidence of 
tbe flood makes it possible that somo land 
will bo roady for seeding in ten or fifteen 
days. I h&ve therefore considered it advis- 
able, in order to secure the greatest pos- 
sible care and most rapid distribution of tho 
eeed, etc., to divide the flooded diatrict into 
a number of Bmall aectiona. Tho following 
well known farmers immediately acceded to 
my request that they would act as distribu- 
tors, and this ia the list with the sections 
they will look after :

Each of theso gentlemen know tho farm- 
ers in their respective neighborhoods inti- 
mately, and are acquainted with tho area of 
land that can be put under cultivation. 
They will obtain from the farmers requiring 
aid the necessary amount of oats, barley, 
potatoes and millet that are required to 
sow, so as to enable the winter and spring 
to be tided over. The distributors thou 
render an account of the amount of seed re- 
quired, and I will immediately havo it 
shipped direct to tho distributors, who will 
personally superintend the further distribu- 
tion. By thiB system the applications for 
aeed can be cheoked, and caro will bo taken 
that no more is granted than ia absolutely 
required. 

The farmers receiving this claBB of assiat- 
anco aro informed that thoy aro expected to 
return tho aeed in kind to tho government 
next yoar, if thoy can afford it. I am alroady 
carrying oats and potatoeB up, and tho bal- 
anco of the seed required ia duo at Now 
Westminster next Tuesday, whon it 
will be immediately shipped whoro noces 
Eary. 

When asked as to the prospects of the 
fruit-growing industry, ho said : 

The damago done to tho orchards has beon 
very great, and nearly all the cherry trees 
aro commencing to die. It is not, however, 
expected that apples, pears or prunes will 
suffur permanently, although, of oourao, tho 
whnlo orop for this soason is doetroyod. 

Upon being informod of tho stops takon 
by tho convention of tho Board of Trado, 
Colonel Baker said : 

Thero is very littlo aid in tho way of food 
supplies ncceasary at preaent, and tho Gov- 
ernment ore using ovory endeavor to fully 
Bupply all needs. But there is ono special 
direction whoro financial assistance of tho 
can bo usefully employed. It was distress- 
ing to hear tho lanientationB of tho poorer 
olass of furmcre, especially the now settlors, 
over their fences whioh are totally destroyed, 
ond tho poor follows have no hope for a con- 
siderable time tobeablo to replace thorn. The 
puttinginof crops without theland being fenc- 
ed, in tho districts whero much stockis found, 
is comparatively useless, and it is in supply- 
ing tho matorial for fenoes to tho poorest 
sufferers that tho citizens' reliof fund oould 
be best spent, and all assistance granted in 
this direction will be thankfully remem- 
bered by tho farmers. 

Tho Provincial Secretary, who was up to 
the eyes in business seeing to tho loading of 
the cargo for to-morrow's trip, had not timo 
to say any more, beyond remarking that 
although tho elections wore so near ho could 
not loovo tho flooded district until oil pos- 
sible aid had been rendered and the settlors 
rostored to the greatest degree of comfort 
possible undor tho advorso ciroumstancos.

Gentlemen: -Tho gonoral election now boing 
near at h.,nd. and boing a candidate for re- 
election, 1 wish to place my views on somo of 
tho questions commanding your attention, as 
woll as to Intimate tho line of action which I 
shall take and tho moasurcs whioh I shall, If 
opportunity pormits, Buuport and maintain. 

Tho p irty now Inpowor havo practically held 
olllco for ovor olovon yoars. Their policy has 
been an Indollnlto ono on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At tho last general 
election tho lippoaition advocated reform in 
tho land lawa of tho provinco, and havo boon 
ablo to make some Important clianoes. 

Tho privllogo of allowing speculators and 
nonresidents to take up l.rgo tmots of land 
has been takon away and tho lanuauronow 
available for nctual settlers. 

By tho olFortB of tho Opposition tho asseB3- 
ment of wild land has buen much improved; 
tho ad valorem printiplo ol assessment accord- 
ant to tho land vuluo, is now the law. 

Thoro aro two essential matters yot to bo car- 
ried out in connection with tho encouraging of 
airrlculturo Bottlers. First, tho surveying of 
availablo landsi for Buch a |purposo and giving 
tho neces'ary Information by tho Lands and 
Works Department; second, (ho making of 
roads to such settlements, so that tho farmer 
may bo ablo to bring hia produco to market- 
such a policy as this must bu adopted in ordor 
to develop and oncourago tho farming Induatry 
of our Provinco. By so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth and proaporlty. 

Tho railway policy of tho Govornmont has 
not been a busmess-liko ono. From I ho time of 
tho grant given to tho Esquimau & Nanaimo 
Railway down to tho Nanuap & Hlocan deal, 
tho iutercs's of tho Province OLd tho welfare 
of tho peoplo havo not beon well giurdod. lm 
the one bund a corporation received a largo 
subsidy and an immenao tract of land, free 
from taxation for over ; on tho othor, a privato 
company ia subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road as woll as in- 
terest on tho Bamo for twonty-llvo years. One 
cannot but como to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ornmont policy nt such a character iB likolyto 
bring tho credit of tho Provinco into diare- 
pute. , 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo doplored ; 
but monopolloB backed by Government aid and 
suppoit aro ofton tho moat dilllcult to over- 
co ' c. Govornmont aid to such an extent as 
has been givon in tho Instances referred to 
precludes othor roads from boing assisted or 
built. Aa an inatancn of this wo recognizo tho 
dilllculty tho Briiiah Pacific Railway will havo 
in dealing with the Esquimau & Nanaimo Rail- 
way and its existing rights. Thus by tho action 
of tho present Govornmont in tho past it looks 
as if tho provinco were at tho mercv of ring- 
stars and monopolists who aro dospoiling tho 
peoplo of thoir heritage. 

I am opposod to tho oxooutivo using its power 
to mako largo appropriations of monoy by 
special warrant for loads, streots. bridges and 
public woiks, without lirat submitting such to 
tho legiplaturo. Such a courso of action loads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on impiovomonlsand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. Tho latter 
impoat propaea doubly hard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of tills law would bo in tho in- 
ten at and for tho advancement of the province. 

Tho practice followed on tne evo of a general 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by members of the ex jcutive should 
bo condemned, r,s it is attempting to bribe tho 
electors with thoir own monoy. Tho independ- 
ent electors ahould answer this by Bonding men 
to tho Legialaturo who will do their utmoat to 
romovo audi minis tors from power. 

During the past four years legislation has 
boon brought about, chiefly by tho Oppoaltlon. 
in reforming tho School Law. Tho rebidonts of 
tho cities havo now greator power ovor tho man- 
agement of thoir schools, and more layotdcsircd 
In this particular. I shall uso my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, eo that our Bchcols may 
bo free of all political influences. 

I havo also advocated further restriction on 
Chinoso immigration and tho employment of 
Chinese by any company seeking charters or 
grant« from tho Legislature. I havo ndvocated 
and si ill maintain that a clause should bo in- 
serted in all bills giving Buch privileges or aid 
to proveut the employment ot this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated the necessity of em- 
ploying roaldonts of the Provino instead of 
non-residents or foreigners in the prosecution of 
all workB or contracta let by tho Government. 

It is impo'Biblo in nn addiesa of this kind to 
touch on all quoations affecting tho Provinco. 
I hopo, however, boforo long to have the oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho electors in public 
mooting at which timo I will rofor to matters 
more oxtoneivoly. 

Hoping that my past record as a ropreaonta- 
tlvo in tho Local Legislature has been accept- 
able to you, I again seek your votes and sup- 
port.

ABOUT COM PENS A TION. 

A letter haa been written by the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries and sont to persona 
interested in the sealing industry of British 
Columbia. It ia a general reply to those 
who sinco ISSli have sent in claims to tho 
Daparfment for compensation by reason of 
seizure or molestation and personal dnmago 
for illegal arrest and imprisonment. Tho 
lotter is ono of explanation, and concludes 
with the statement that the Minister would 
bo glad in tho fuluro qb in tho pa3t to act as 
a medium of communication by which tho 
claims and representationa of tho sealers can 
be brought to tho notice of Her Majesty's 
Government. 

It can be easily understood that many 
parties interested in tho sealing industry 
aro very far indeed from being satis- 
fied with tho rosulb of tho arbitration. 
Thoy fiod that although it has been de- 
cided that tho Americana never had any 
right to exercise exclusive jurisdiction over 
the waters of Behring Sea outsido the three- 
mile limit, no compensation has been given 
them for tho injuries inflicted on them dur- 
ing tho years in which the United StateB 
exorcised such jurisdiction. They naturally 
believed that aa soon as it was decided that 
it was unlawful for the Unitod States to 
aeizs their vessels in Behring Sea and to sub- 
ject them to Iobbcs in othor ways, thoy would 
be immediately compensated for tho injuries 
they had euatainod. But they have not 
been compensated and it does not appear 
that they are likely Boon to bo compensated. 
They cannot understand why inimodiato 
compensation is not insisted upon by tho 
Imperial Government. 

Some aoalera aro not satisfied with tho way 
in which Article 5 of tho modus vivendi 
seema to havo been interpreted. Tho first 
part of that Article reada aa follows : 

"if tho result of tho arbitration bo to 
affirm the right of British aoalera to take 
Beals in Behring Sea within tho bounds 
claimed by tho United States undor its pur 
chase from Russia, then compensation shall 
bo made by tho United States to Grout 
Britain (for tho uao of Her Majesty's Bub 
ject&) for abstaining from tho exerciao of 
that right during tho pendency of tho arbi- 
tration upon tho buBia of such rogulatod 
and limited catch or catchca aa in tho opin- 
ion of tho arbitrators might have boon takon 
without unduo diminution of tho aoal herds." 

The result of tho Arbitration has boon to 
affirm tho right of British sealers to take 
seals in Bohring Soa, and during tho pon 
doncy of tho Arbitration British seulerB 
have boon oxoluded from that sea, yet 
thero haB been no compensation for aueh 
oxoluaion. Tho roaaon given for this is 
that tho catch of aoalB waa groater during 
one of those years than in tho year previ- 
ous. It ia contended hero that if the sealora 
were cntorprining onough to hunt tho aoal 
in other wators and thus mako a large catch 
thia ought not to have boen considered by 
tho Arbitrators. They wero oxoluded from 
BehringSea and BufTeredlosa on thataccount, 
und thoy should, according tothoterma of tho 
Article, be compensated for that Iobb. With- 
holding Bueh compensation from thorn looka 
like puniBhing them for thoir industry and 
their ontorpriao. If in 1892 they made 
a large catch outaido tho prohibited 
limits it Btands to roaaon they would have 
made a still larger oatch if they had been 
allowed to entor Bohring Soa, This contort- 



MR. COTTON'S LETTER. 

Wo gladly give insertion to Mr. F. C. 
Cotton's lotter respecting the statomonta 
publicly mado in Vancouvor by Mr. Mc- 
Cartney. At the aamo timo wo fool con- 
strained to say that it doos not throw any 
light on those atatomentB, which, as our 
roadcrs have aeon, wore to a cortuin ex- 
tont corroborated by advertiBomeuta in 
tho Official Gazette. Mr. McCartney 
is reported to havo said that Mr. Cotton had 
tho land in Mr. V> ilaon'a namo and his, Mr. 
McCartney's. Tho Gazotto showed that 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. McCartney applied for 
what waa, in tho aggreguto, a very consid- 
erable quantity of land. Wo havo hoard trom 
Mr. McCartney, and now Mr. Cotton riaes 
to explain. What haa Mr. Wilson to say 
for himself? 

Wo may say, too, that not being in a 
position to reply to political attacks from 
the platform ia in theso days no disadvantage 
whatever to a man liko Mr. Cotton. Ho 
can, us long aa he has health and Btrength, 
carry on a political war both offensive and 
dotensivo from his retreat in Westminster 
quite aa effectively, and perhaps moro 
effectively, than from any platform. The 
appeal ad misericordiam contained in 
his letter ib therefore quite BuperiluouB. 

Our remurkB, wo take leave to 
Bay, wore not "malignant." Thoy wero 
modoratoly expressed and porfeotly fair. 
Mr. Cotton has, in fact, little reason to com- 
plain of the way in which ho iB treated by 
tho Government preSB. Wo aro quite sure 
that if a prominent member of tho Govern- 
ment party woro in hiB position tho Opposi- 
tion nowspapers would Bhow him no quarter. 



BJIASTUS WIMAN. 

Tho case of Eraatus Wiman appearB to ua 
to bo a very sad one. A man of uncommon 
ability and grout industry had rison from 
tho rankB and appeared to bo making for 
himsolf ft high reputation. Although his 
salary was a very largo ono and ho was 
making money in other ways, ho was in too 
great a hurry to got rich. He went into 
speculationa boyond his means and ho could 
not resiet tho temptation of uaing money 
that did not bolong to him. It ia said ho 
did not Bign anothor man's namo to a chequo 
with a criminal intent, that ho intended to 
return the money which ho appropriated. 
This ia too often tho way that tho guilty try 
to palliate such crimes. But it is roally no 
palliation. Thore are no circumstances in 
which a man ia justified in commit- 
ting a forgery or in appropriating 
another man's money to his own 
uao. There aro too many who havo lux no- 
tions on thia subject. Tho good old-fash- 
ioned ideas of honesty aro far preferable to 
tho loose notions that are entertained by 
many in theao days. Mr. Wiman finds to 
his cost that the laws of tho land aro baaed 
upon theao old ideas, and that the judgOB of 
tho land still persist in using tho old and al- 
most obsoloto torms when thoy opeak of 
theBe crimes. Thoy do not hesitato to call 
a thief a thief, and they have not invented a 
now and a nicer Bounding name for forgery. 
A return to old notions on those subjects 
und to the old terminology is very deairable. 



BRITONS ALL. 



BritiBh Columbians ought not to be ex- 
clusive or narrow mindod. They havo a big 
country with immense resources, many of 
which have as yet hardly been touched. 
What that country wonta more than any- 
thing, ia men— mon with money and men 
whose only capital ia their brains and their 
muscles. Any man who ia willing to do his 
share towards building up thoir country 
ahould be welcomed by British Columbiana. 
There is work in it for millions. Provided 
a man iB able and willing to work it ia tho 
morest folly to object to him on aooouut of 
hia nationality. It ia woroe than childiah- 
neaa to attempt to raiao a prejudice ugainat 
a man becaueo ho ia an Kistorn Canadian or 
an Englishman, an Irishman, a Scotchman, 
or an American. Of all tho idiotic cries 
that wero ever attempted to bo 
raiaod " British Columbia for tho Bri- 
tish Columbians " ia tho most idiotic. 
BritiBh Columbia will never ba what it 
ought to bo until hundreds of thouaanda of 
our raco, whether thoy aro Eastern Cana- 
dian or Englishmen, or Irishmen or Scotch- 
men, aro transformed into enthusiastic Brit- 
ish Columbians. This work has boen going 
on for some timo, but it has been procooding 
much too Blowly. BritiBh Columbians, in- 
stoud of being joaloua of strangers who de- 
sire to sottle among thorn and turning to 
thorn tho cold ahouldor, ohould givo them a 
oordial welcomo and mako a point of doing 
all in their power to make them feel at 
homo. 

It sometimes happens that tho BtraDgera 
givo themaelvea airs, und take a good deal 
of trouble to show that thoy havo a very 
poor opinion of Canada and everything Can- 
adian. Welti what dooB that amount to ? 
Thoeo good peoplo are welcome to thoir opin 
iona. I tia moro than likoly thattho forefathers 
of moat nativo Canadians folt as thoy do, and 
expreaBed thomselvos in tho same way whon 
thoy first oame to this country. And, to 
toll the truth, thoy woro a long timo in get- 
ting over tho feeling that for somo roason or 
anothor a Colonist was not ub good a man aa 
an Old Countryman ; but they did got over 
it in time, and thero is nothing that wo, 
thoir sons and grandsons, roaont bo quickly 
and bo bitterly as any aBaumption of superi- 
ority on tbo part of native-born BritonB. 
Tho sons and grandsons of theso same 
suporior Englishmen will in their day fool 



exactly as Canadians do now whon they aeo 
any indication that Colonists are regarded 
by thoir follow-aubjeota from tho Mother 
Country aa in aDy reapoot inferiora. 

Tho truth ib that it is nirrowness on the 
part of tho Englishman that causes him to 
belittle Canada and tho Canadians, and it 
ia narrownoes on tho part of Canadians whioh 
makes them piojudiced oguinst English- 
men because of their peculiarities 
of Bpocch, of garb and of manuor. 
It ia almost laughable to ace men with a 
common ancestry, apenking tho same lan- 
guago and called by tho s:\tno names, in- 
veighing agaiDBt each othor booauso of a fow 
superficial peculiarities. Tho truth ia that 
Britons in Canada, though their fathers 
came to this country a hundred years or so 
ago, aro quite aa much BritonB aa are British 
immigrants who creased the Atlantic in tho 
last linnr. Britons born on this Bido of tho 
water havo all tho Briton's virtues, slightly 
modifiod by cia-Atlantic conditions, aDd all 
tho Briton's failings, alao somewhat modi- 
fied. They are cloao kiudrod and they can- 
not help showing it. Why should they not 
be on the moat friendly terms ? Is it not 
foolish to make a fow pointa of differenco 
whioh, as wo have auid, aro only on tho 
surfaco, cnuaes of misunderstanding and 
sources of ill-feeling? Tho Cunadian-born 
Briton ahould respect the British-born 
Briton, and the British-born Briton should 
boo how foolish it ia to conoludo that there 
ia anything deteriorating in Canadian air or 
corrupting in Canadian focd.

Nanaimo, June 1G.— (Speoial)-Prcmior 
Davie was accorded a hearty welcome in 
South Nauaimo last evening, the Cedar 
district Institute hall being well filled whon 
chairman Hugh Bates invited tho hon. 
Premier to address tho eleotors. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, who on coming forward 
waB again greeted with hearty applause, 
said that hia preliminary remarks would be 
principally explanatory. Ho hud observed 
that ono of tho stock arguments of tho op- 
position party is thrt tho policy of tho gov- 
ernment ia inimical to tho interests of the 
workingmen. He proceeded oloarly and 
concisely to show tho utter falsity of this 
contention. Tho land grants to the rail- 
roads, with tho exception of that 
to the Esquimalt & Nanaimo road, 
were made in portions of tho 
provinco hitherto inaccessible. The 
governmont had inaugurated a systom 
of extensive surveys both on tho Mainland 
and on Vancouvor Island for tho bonefic of 
intending settlors. With regard to tho 
scarcity of land in the vicinity of the princi- 
pal cities of tho Provinco— that was not a 
ntato of affairs for which tho present govorn- 
mont could bo hold responsible. TheBo 
lands had boen deeded away years ago, in 
some instances before Confederation. 

Hou. Mr. Davie thon dealt at considerable 
length with the E. & N. Railroad grant, 
pointing out thut thoro hud beon a general 
clamor for tho construction of this road ; 
that the Boaven administration had intro- 
duced tho ClomontB bill to meet tho public 
demand ; und that on tho uccossion of tho 
Smythe government to power a far more ad- 
vantageous measure had beon introduced and 
passed. Tho Promior concluded his romarks 
In consideration of tho government's railroad 
policy by roforonco to tho courso pursued 
with so much succoss by tho Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

Ho next discussed the clauses in the Na- 
naitno Reform Club platform udvocating tho 
purchaso of the E. & N. Railroad, which ho 
said meant an outlay of 53,000 000, or tho 
doubling of tho debt of the Province. Such 
a proposition he regarded us ono that would 
bo scouted in other portions of tho Provinco 
and by every intelligent man on the Island. 
It meant simply an iucreaso of about 
§160,000 a yoar to the expenses of gov- 
ernment. Tho road was boing oporated at 
an annual Iobs which tho oppo- 
sition party proposed to saddle on tho gov- 
ernment. Another piank of tho platform 
urging tho extension of tho road by tho gov- 
ernment to Comox would uIbo entail a grout 
oxpenso. Ho was, however, glad to notico 
thut tho railroad company had determined 
to prosecute this oxtonaion thomsolvea, and 
that already Burvoys woro being made with 
this object in view. 

Tho Premior next explained tho proposals 
of tho government with regard to Bmall 
holdings, his remarks in thiB connection 
mooting with tho hearty approval of his 
audionce. Ho added that in his opinion it 
would be far more beneficial for tho Provinco 
at largo for tho government to buy in somo 
of tho unoccupied lands than to invest so 
enormous a Bum iu tho purchase of a con- 
corn like tho E & N. Railroad. He con- 
sidered that tho proposition with regard to 
tho purchaso of these lands by the govern- 
ment was a wiso ono, and one, too, that 
could now ho ontortuined. Tho Province 
was in a position to borrow money ut u very 
low rate of intorest owing to its present high 
standing in tho money markets of the world. 

Mayor Quonnell was tho next speukor. 
Ho confined his remarks to a few statements 
with regard to hia candidature Mayor 
Quennoll said ho hud no very keen desire to 
Beek olection, but should ho bo chosen by the 
government party ho would be willing to 
accept nomination, and if ho were elected 
would do his best in tho interests of tho 
district. 

Dr. W. W. Wulkom also addressed tho 
meeting. Ho claimed to be tho choice of 
tho farmers of tho district, and aa such he 
intended to run. Ho would, it elected, givo 
an independent Bupport to the government. 

W. Badcock, a representative farmer of 
tho district, questioned both Mayor Quennoll 
und Dr. Wulkem as to whother or not thoy 
would be willing to abide by the decision of 
a convention of the electors favoring tho 
prosent governmont. 

Mayor Quonnell replied that ho moat cer- 
tainly would. He did not wiah to see any 
aplit in tho govornmont party, and w»s 
prepared to abide by tho decision of the 
convention. 

Dr. Walkem declined to reply. 

Tully Boyco, the opposition candidate, 
and Thomas Keith wero tho next speakers. 
They treated tho electors to tho customary 
round of abuse of tho Davio administration, 
but their remarks fell rather flat. 

It was nearly midnight when Premier 
Davio came forward to reply to tho provious 
speakers. He limited hia remarks to a gen- 
eral disavowal of tho charges mudo by tho 
opposition speakers, dealing moro at length 
with Boycs's fallacious arguments regarding 
tho present hard times throughout America 
and Australia. With regard to the can- 
didature of Mayor Quennoll and Dr. Walk- 
em, tho Premier said [ho thought tho 
proposal to hold a convention was a good 
ono. Ho would he perfectly satisfied to seo 
the nomineo of that convention put in tho 
field, but in tho event of no ouch convention 
being hold, ho wished it to bo plainly un- 
derstood that Mayor Qucnnill wi a tho 
choico of tho government party. Ho would 
ask them' as a body not only of intelligent, 
thinking men, but as mon actuated by tho 
highoat motives, to put aside all prejudices 
and to voto straight for the governmont 
candidate. 

A most successful mooting was brought 
to a cIobo with tho ouatomary voto of thanka 
to tho chairman. 



A TOWBOAT'S MISHAP. 

Tho Vancouver Steamer " Airnes " Meets With 
a Costly Misadventure. 

Word was brought to the city yesterday 
morning that tho tug bout AgneB, of Van- 
couver, waa ashore on the rocks to the east 
aide of Clover Point. From what could be 
aeen, the unfortunate tug was well upon tho 
rocks with a reck through her bottom. A 
few mon were working about the vessel 
when the Premier passed and hor condition 
seemod almost a helpless one. Somo assist- 
ance was, it ia understood, secured from the 
city yeBterduy, but this was without avail. 
The Agnes isBomething of a Btraugor to Vic- 
toria. She is a small vessel but her loes 
would moan that of Boveral thousand dollars. 
It is not known yot to what extent sho is 
Insured. 

A cablegram from Hakodate was received 
by Mr. Riohard Hall yeBterduy stating 
that the sealing schooner Geneva hud 
reached that port. She will, in addition 
to her owu catch, take on board tho catches 
of other Roalers and start for homo in a few 
days. The schooner W. A Earle is also 
iu port at Hakodate. 

Tho steamship City of Puebla, which ar- 
rived from San Fruncisco yesterday after- 
noon made tho run iu the fast time of 52 
hours, tho passage up boing very lino. Sho 
brought for Victoria 137 tons of Iroight, and 
but a small list of pussongors. 

Up to last evening there wero but fow 
cabin passengers ticketed to leave for Cali- 
fornia on the Umatilla to-day, the list limn 
boing as follows : G. Timmia, S, Timm's, P. 
Steele, James Lunchun, R. Mitchell, D. D. 
Jones and Miss Nioholles. 

Tho Dteamor AngoluB has arrived at Van- 
couver from Everett with four hundred tons 
of freight for tho Arawu. Tho Sienal has 
also arrived at the Terminal City from 
Portland, with 5,000 sacks of flour lor tho

Vancouver, Juno 10.- (Special)— West- 
minster wins.

Peelo, who tipped to Cambridge; Cam- 
bridge passed to l)»lglieh, and belore the 
plajers had gathered themselves tOfjeth 
the first game was scored for tho visitors In 
a minute and a half. There was silence on 
the grand stand but a yell of triumph along 
tho fenco, where 28 'cyclists who hail 
wheeled over from the Royal City had gath 
ered together.

AclastDil 
gliBh, Campbell and Lewis by creditable com- 
bination scored another game. 

Everyone knew how the next gamo would 
go. After Bix minutes play, Spain captured 
the ball from a scrimmage and scored for 
Vancouver. Score 4 to 3 

There were seven minutes to spare, but 
Westminster played defence and Bucceedod 
in preventing another gamo being won in 
that timo.

Vancouver havo an uphill fight 
to finish but they will be found pretty near 
the top at the end of tho series. They are 
the best BtayerB in the combination. It is 
said that the Brockton Point Association 
are not treating the lacrosse boys right.

A White-way Gang Attempt to Seize 
Merchandise in the Allan 
Stores. 



Elot Act Read and the Marines Held 
in Readiness— Parties 
Injured. 



St. John's, Nfld., Juno 1G — A mob or 
ganized by the Whiteway party mado an 
attempt yesterday afternoon to seize tho 
stores owned by Shea & Co., agent of tho 
Allan S.S. Co. News of the intended attack 
leaked out at noon, and the authorities wero 
prepared. Tho doors of the building wore 
closed, and tho whole of the available police 
force, fifty men, horse and foot, were 
marched to the scene. The excitement now 
became intense. Thousands of people had 
gathered, and the whole pier and the space 
about it was a mass of seething, fighting 
men. All the prominent Whiteway mem 
bnrs of tho legislature wero present. Sir 
William Whiteway urged tho police to open 
tho stores and givo goods to parties preaent- 
ing permits. This the iospoctor declined 
to do while the crowd wao present, fearing 
that the whole of the contenta of the Btoroe 
would be seized. Sir William then advised 
all to leave. Tho attacks on tho police lasted 
over an hour, and the situation was becoming 
every moment moro grave, and at last a 
magistrate arrived with the riot act, which 
ho attempted to read. Soon afterward 
another magistrate arrived with peremptory 
orders from Govornor O'Brien to clear away 
the mob, and almost simultaneously came 
officers from tho warship Buzzard with a re- 
port that tho Govornor had ordered Marines 
to bo landed and placed at the services of 
the magistrates. When the magistrates 
again ordered tho people to disperse the mob 
soattered slowly and sullenly. Crowds fill 
the streets thib evoning, and a renewed at- 
tack hj oxpected at any moment The war- 
ship's men aro ready and only await orders 
to land. Several peraonH were injured, but 
noue seriously. 

FIRE DAMP THE CAUSE. 

Nearly Two Hundred Miners Killed— One of 
Many Disastrous Explosions. 

Tropic, Austrian Sileaia, Juno 16 — By 
the oxplosion of fire damp which occurred in 
tho Johanna and Franziska mines at Karwin, 
over 150 miners are said to have been killed. 
The elevator shafts wore destroyed and tho 
fire ia spreading in all directions. Tho 
mines are owned by Count Von Lariech. It 
is believed that at leaat 200 miners wore 
killed. Tho first explosion took plaoe at 10 
o'clock Thursday night in the pit of tho 
Franziska mine and resulted in death to 120 
miners. The explosion was followed by a 
series of others, the moat disastrous being in 
Johnncs pit, where 60 minors wero killed. 
A rescue party which descended into one of 
the pits at 5 o'clock next morning als> per- 
ished. The official roport placeB the number 
of killed at 185, fatally injured 20, and 1-1 
bodiea havo already been recoverod. Thcro 
wero fivo distinct explosions. Tho galleries 
of the mines are on fire, and it ia believed 
tho majority of tho bodies have been con- 
sumed. 

London, Juno 10. — A apocial diopatch to 
tho Standard from Vienna says : During 
the 104 years which the Karwin mines havo 
been in existence there havo been many dis- 
astrous explosions. In them. Tho last was in 
Maroh, 1885, when 105 men were killed. It 
Is expoctod that tho fire will continue burn- 
ing eight days as it did in 1885. Count von 
Larisuh, owner of tho mine, was in the vil- 
lage to day and superintended the work of 
re:cue, which was carriod out with more 
zjal than discretion. The party consisted 
of soveral foremen, officials and minora, of 
whom one ovoreeor, two head miners, one 
official and ton minors were killed by tho en- 
suing oxplosioDB, 

A dispatch to tho Chroniclo Buys: Men 
who escaped from the burning mines Bay 
that the explosions originated through dyna- 
mits blasting by a miner. Suoh bloating 
was againat the rules, which wero diBoboyea 
by tho minor in order to Have him Borne work.

MARY DERWENT DISCUSSES FASH- 
IONS AT THE KRENCH CAPITAL. 



Whore Women Aro Well Dressed at a Small 
Cost— rienty or Style, l»:t Nothing to J3nt.

t OMETIMES I sit in 
my "pension" and 
iiidcr hovr it 
would seem to got 
an invitation to an 
)old fashioned sup- 
per, such as wo 
used to havo in our 
small villages at homo. At homo is in 
•dear old star and stripe country. Natu- 
rally I sii and long for the sights of a 
piled up dish of yellow soda biscuit and 
freshly churned butter and honey, or, 
better still, maple sirup, and I think 
with dim eves and yearning heart of the 
delicious chipped beef, tho quince pre- 
serves and the many kinds of sweet cako 
that used to grace those blessed and 
abundant tables, for I am in a pension 
in Paris striving to "perfeot myself," 
as Mrs. Fandy used to say. If the seeing 
of beautiful things and the dragging of 
my weary self through a round of weary 
duties in search of the picturesqueltke 
Dr. Syntax aA what is needful to that 
perfecting process, then I am on tho 
highroad to perfection. 

In the morning I get my regular little 
rolls, two of them, and a cup of coffee 
or chocolate, my sixteenth of a pint of 
boiling milk and three lumps of sugar 
for breakfast. Two of those lumps are 
tho regular size, and the other one has 
a suspicious appearance of having been 
chopped in two. Just so does tho French 
housewife economize. This breakfast dis- 
posed of, my calorifere is arranged, and 
I begin the laborious task of perfect- 
ing myself anew while half frozen and 
half suffocated by tho close atmosphere, 
for a Frenchwoman fears fresh air as 
Hho would a blizzard, and I room with 
a French girl. So I turn to tho members 
of the household for ideas in economy 
in dress, for this perfecting process makes 
thrift a virtue. 

I find that for morning not only tho 
ladies of our household, but those of all 
Paris, wear first a plain looso wrapper 
for their petit love, as they call it. In 
this they comb their hair and tako their 
sumptuous breakfast, which is exactly 
like that described above, every day in 
tho year. Then they put on a plain dark 
gown, trimly made and closely fitting, 
and generally an apron of goodly di- 
mensions is added, for tho Frenchwom- 
an is above all thrifty and attends with 
sharply scrutinizing eyes to all her 
household, often dusting her parlor her- 
self or untieing some delicato dish for 
dessert for tho dinner. I think I may 
say that all women who havo homes 
dross in this manner during tho fore- 
noon. No Frenchwoman is supposed to 
be out of bed before 2 o'clock. By this 
time her breakfast proper is over. It is 
really a dinner, only it is called break- 
fast for short, I think, as I could never 
find any other reason for it. 

Dejeuner over, the French lady, from 
highest to lowest, puts on a pretty gown 
and sits down to sew or chat with her 
friends if they aro told that the lady is 
"visible. ' ' On these occasions they wear 
as pretty a gown as their purses can 
buy. It is according to tho season — silk 
or challie, crepon or somo of tho light 
woolens that aro now so fashionable. I 
have often noticed that a countess or a 
duchess may oven feel thrifty enough to 
have her street gowns remodeled for tho 
home and tho faded or worn spots deft- 
ly hidden with laco or other trimming. 
It is quite remarkable how long a good 
gown is made to do duty among theso 
French ladies, who havo tho name of 
being the best dressed women in the 
world. I havo studied them well since 
I have been here and feel sure that it is 
more because of their innate knowledge 
or their study of tho fitness of things 
that gives them this name and fame, 
for I know many American ladies who 
spend five times as much on their ward- 
robe as tho nohlo ladies of Franco and 
never look half as well dressed. 

When a French lady goes out to walk, 
she almost, invariably wears a very mod- 
est but always perfect, costume. She nev- 
er makes a display of grande toilette 
while walking or shopping. Cab hire is 
too cheap for much walking anyhow, 
and everybody that is anybody has her 
own carriage. Still a Frenchwoman 
cannot look otherwise than well dressed. 

Two ladies of different types who livo 
almost across tho street, tho sister and 
daughter of ono of tho deputies, tako a 
brisk walk every afternoon in search of 
health and beauty. Tho sister is a tiny 
mite of a woman and rather affects Eng- 
lish styles. This spring I havo seen her 
daily and always neatly and becom- 
ingly attired. Today sho woro a suit of 
Scotch shepherd's plaid in delicato 
heather colors. Tho skirt was slashed in 
front and slightly draped up, tho bias 
figure of tho skirt showing, with good 
effect, inserts of tho plaid sot on tho 
straight. Two bands of chirk heliotrope 
velvet held tho slashes up in drapod 
folds. Tho coat was cutaway, showing 
first a heliotrope velvet vest, with an 
inner vest, and a cravat bow of lace. Tho 
jacket had plaid rovers and a very full 
skirt. Sho woro a pert little gray straw 
hat, with cream ostrich and osprey tips 
and a fancy ornament of amethysts. 

Tho daughter is tall, slender and dark, 
with magnificent eyes. She walks along 
in a stately and dignified manner and 
wears a dark brown Italian cheviot, 
which is a new and very popular fabric 
with a hairy surface. Tho skirt was laid 



In several kilt plaits in front and was 
smooth on tho sides to fall again into 
deep godot plaits in tho back. Tho waist 
was a combination of French yoke and 
Russian blouse. There was a sort of 
basquo effect along tho sides in front 
of dark brown velvet stiffly embroider- 
ed with gold. Tho yoko was of tho same, 
and whero tho plaited bertha capo met 
in front thero was a fine largo brooch 
ornament of topaz and amber. Tho gi- 
got sleeves had sprung wrists and hung 
low over tho light brown gloves. Tho 
hat was a simple toque of brown volvet, 
with two quills and an ornament simi- 
lar to that on her waist. 

Now, those two costumes woro studies.

French- 
women really do not have half as many 
dresses in a year as Americans, taking 
their social conditions as equal, and 
they look so much better because they 
tako such exquisite care of their clothes, 
and because they havo a dress for each 
special need, and they never wear a 
grande toilette except when such is abso- 
lutely necessary. Tho Frenchwoman 
buys her gowns of material likely to 
bo not only durable, but also of a 
stylo likely to remain at least partially 
in fashion for three or four years. It is 
only the demimonde that is extravagant. 
Tho ladies of the real world of Paris 
aro tasteful, well dressed and suitably 
gowned, but in so sonsiblo a manner as 
to win the admiration of the world. 

I began by Longing for the indigestible 
biscuits and honeypota of my own coun- 
try for breakfast, dinner or supper; then 
I think of our breakfasts and dinners 
here, and I hate them individually and 
collectively, from tho thin, watery soup 
to tho skimpy littlo quarter of a tough 
apple, and the bread that is nothing but 
a hard crust around a lot of holes that a 
rat could run through, and tho coffee 
that is so richly black with chicory. 
But I must say that tho pretty breakfast 
dresses worn and tho dainty way tho 
meal is served are something in its fav- 
or. I abominate tho dinner, with its 
same unsatisfying soup and its long 
drawn out service of littlo dabs of this 
and that, but I must admire the hand-

somo dresses and tho sublime chic — not 
cheek — of tho wearers. The Frenchwom- 
en as a wholo nation are not beautiful, 
but thoy havo a way of treating them- 
selves as if they fully believed them- 
selves to bo so, and you somehow accept 
their beauty as a fact, when in reality 
it is not a fact at all. It is all clothes 
and the way they aro worn. At a simple 
homo dinner tho women in somo indefi- 
nite way make it appear a groat festive 
occasion, and though they wear a plain 
black silk or velvet that may havo seen 
years of service a new arrangement of 
laco or flowers transforms it to beauty. 
Black velvet, black silk and plenty of 
lace, ribbons and flowers will afford any 
Frenchwoman tho means of looking well 
and of appearing to bo in tho top of tho 
fashion. 

Naturally thero must bo and thero 
aro new dresses, wraps and bonnets and 
all tho littlo odds and ends of witchery 
that women affect, but by choosing col- 
ors and materials so that tho now may 
harmonizo with tho old tho French wo- 
man makes her name tho watchword of 
good tasto and harmony in dress. 

For the grand promenades in the 
open carriage or tho ceremonious visits 
to each other thero is a very sumptuous 
dress. But brought right down to facts 
the wrap, bonnet, parasol and gloves 
aro what make up tho show. For balls 
tho young wear whito only, and this 
simplifies matters much. Tho matrons 
may dress at a ball as richly as thoy 
like. Tho ball dresses do duty later for 
theater and opera and still later for 
dinners, for tho wealthiest and most re- 
fined French families aro not afraid or 
ashamed to wear a dress out. By that I 
moan wear it until it is literally worn 
out. 

I had intended to say more, but tho 
dejeuner is served, and I must go and 
listen, while tho others talk over tho 
events of tho morning, in tho vague hope 
of perfecting myself, and at tho samo 
time wish for oven one good old fash- 
ioned boiled dinner.

WATER POWER FOR ELECTRIC 
LIGHT. 

To the Editor :— A project is on foot to 
genorato electricity by water power at tho 
mouth of Sooko lake, and is worthy of tho 
groateat consideration. It has becomo a 
by- word that tho city always comes out at 
tho wrong end ; but if tho council take ad- 
vantage of circumstances now existii g, they 
can reverso tho adage, so lar na electric light 
plant is concerned, and it is time that the 
city commenced to cast its bread upon tho 
wutera in auch a manner that it may rolurn 
after many days. 

It is estimated that the total cost to light 
the city, including an incandescent plant to 
light tho city halland market building, with 
about 1,000 lampa to spare, would be about 
$81,000; buttocoverall doubtaand objections 
I will place tho coat at §100,000. Providing 
you go on with tho original plan thero ure 
two items ulono which will tako annually 
from tho general rovonue, namely, $.'1,000 
for lighting city buildings und $0,001) for 
fuel, making $9,000, but this amount goea 
off in smoke, leaving a further provision to 
bo mado each year for 50 years for interost 
and sinking fund. 

The water power plan wo hope to 
aeo before the next Bitting of tho coun- 
oil, proposes to tako this $9,000, 
whioh constitutes only a portion of the ex- 
pense attendant on adopted plan, and with 
it pay tho interost on $100,000, and the 
balanco— $4,500— pay in as a sinking fund, 
which would in 1UJ yenrB provide for tho 
wholo Binking fund and intereat to date, 
boaides having tho advantage of 1,000 in- 
candescont lights to U30 aa the city saw fit, 
loaving you with a first clasa plant all paid 
for and oco of tho beBt Bourcea of revenue to 
tho city, without costing tho ratepayers ono 
dollar moro than they will pay for fuel and 
lighting the civic otlices under tho stoam 
proposition. It- will bo neeesiary to ask tho 
government for tomporary privileges until 
tho next sitting of tho legislature, which 
tho Promier, Mr. Davie, would no doubt ex- 
tend. It will also he necesBury for the peo- 
ple to como beforo tho council with tho bal- 
anco nocoasary to develop power by tho 
waters of Sooko lake, to which tho city must 
look for its futuro wator supply ; and to 
tako powor from thoro to gouerato electric- 
ity for our oleotrio light would bo nine 
points of tho law in favor of tho water Bup- 
ply coming from tho same plaoo. Gold- 
stroum lake was at ono time approachable 
by tho city, but has since passed into hands 
whioh ovidently know tho valuo of good 
wator, and tho pooplo can wall afford to lot 
thorn keep it. 

Sooko lako is further away than Gold- 
atream, but has grouter advcntagoB so far aa 
aupply goes, and ia equal iu quality, but 
before any privato concorii is allowed to get 
command of the host and only water supply 
available to tho city I believe tho present 
Mayor and council will tako stops to make a 
full investigation, and if Aldorman Munn, us 
chairman of tho oleotrio light committee, 
who has worked hard to givo the city hotter 
light, will sucooed in utilizing tho preBont 
availablo water power for lighting purpoBOB, 
ho will be deserving of honor for an ooonomy 
unprecedented in the history of Victoria.

In conclusion lot me say that I do not pro- 
pose to take any further notice of tho at- 
tacks of political oppononts which havo 
takon such a malignant form Binco they 
knew I could not reply to them on the plat- 
form. As there are yet three weeks to tho 
dato of election, thoy have, therefore, an 
open field for tho most absurd and ex 
travugant attempts to injure mo, My 
answer to them will bo thac which my iel 
low citizens will givo at tho polls.
